An Account of a New Voyage round the World, 
by William Dampier. Printed at London 
for James Knapton, at the Crown sin St Pauhr 
Church-yard. i6py.

THE Author dedicates it to the Right Honours* 
b\&. Charles Mount ague, Efqj Prefident of the 
Royal Society , Chancellor of the Exchequer , 
f§c And in his Preface gives an Account , that 
from the beginning to the end of his Voyages, he 
kept a conftant Journal of what occurred remarka- 
ble, of which this Relation contains a brief Account, 
without being filled with Tranfcripfs out of others, 
too frequently done by fuch as would be Volumi- 
nous. And as he had the opportunity of vifiting ma- 
ny Pprts and places, fcarce defcribed in any Voyages, 
and for the moft part unknown to Engfifli Naviga- 
tors, to the Eaft or Weft Indies; (b he was the 
more diligent in his Observations, and the more par- 
ticular in his Defcriptions of their Situations, Soyfs, 
Produds, &c. the greateft part of which are made 
from his own Experience, and the others from par- 
ticular informations he received from credible and 
knowing Perfons. His Style is very Intelligible and 
Expreffive. His Maps are in part taken from Spa- 
mfh Manufcripts , and partly from his own Obfer- 
vations. , He defigued to have added an Appendix 
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about Winds, the Bay of Campechy, the South-weii 
Coaft of America, and his particular Voyage from 
Jchin to Sumatra, Tunquin, Malacca, &c. But find- 
ing it would fvvell his Book too much, he has 
promifed the Publick to give it in another Vo- 
lume. 

In this Volume he has in Twenty Chapters, gi- 
ven an Account of the Voyages he made during 
near Twelve Years, i.e. from the beginning of 
16 j*). when he left England, to the middle of Sep- 
tember, 1 691. when he returned hither,- for the do- 
ing of which he was the better qualified , as ha- 
ving before that been in feveral long and diftant 
Voyages. And firft he relates his paflage to Jamaica, 
thence to Porto Belo, thence crofs the Iflhmus of 
Darien , pafling in fight of Panama into the South- 
Sea, thence Coafting Southward, as far as the 
Ifland of John Fernando, and flay there fome time ; 
his return to crofs back again the faid Iflhmus into 
the North Sea. Of this Expedition he is the more- 
brief, becaufe Ringrofe has already Publiftfd many 
PafTages of it. However , in his firft Chapter he 
relates what was remarkable at Sea, after his parting 
from Sharp ; giving by the by a!fo a defciption of tiv: 
Moskito Indians ; and in the Second Chapter he relates 
what occurred in his Journey by Land back again 
over the Iflhmus into the North-Sea , the way of 
which is traced by a prickt line in his Map of 
that Country ; but a more particular Account of it (he 
fays) we may expe& from Mr. Wafer's Relation of it, 
now fitted for the Prefs. 
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The Third Chapter relates his Remarks in Crui£ 
iog on the North Sea-Coaft, and amongft the Iflands, 
from May 1681. to July i68z. where are dckri- 
bed the lfles of St. Andreas^ Quirifao, Bonaire, Av 
Rocasy Tortuga> Blanco > &c. together with fever 8 f 
Coafts, as ot Caraccas^ &c. and of feveral Rivers, 
as that of Darien, RkwfeiJds, &c. and feveral Towns, 
as that of Santa Martha, of Rio Lattacha, Com an a, 
Varina, &c. and the Inhabitants of them. By the 
way aifo you have a Defcription of a Mountain 
near St. Martha, which the Author thinks much high- 
er than that of Tenarif. You will here aifo find 
feveral Animals defcribed , as the Manati, the Sea* 
Tor toife or Turtle, theRemora, the Guano, the Booby, 
the Man of War Bird, the Noddy and Tropick Bird, 
the Egg Bird, &c. the Souldier Infed:, and feveral 
Vegetables, as the Cedars, the Sapadillas, the Ma- 
ho , the Manchineel , the Black, Red , and White 
Mangroves, the Cacao, Trees and Fruit, and the Va- 
rinas Tobacco. He finifhes this Chapter with his Arri- 
val at Virginia. 

In the Fourth Chapter , the Author begins the 
Account of the firft part of his New Voyage to- 
wards the South-Sea, which proved afterwards to be 
a Circumnavigation of the whole Globe of the Earth, 
He began it in AuguB, 1683, from Virginia , and 
continues the Account of it in the Sixteen follow- 
ing Chapters, till Septmlcr the 16 th, 1691. when 
he arrived at the Downes. To particularize in all 
the Iflands, Ports, Coafts, Rivers, Towns, and Pla- 
ces he vifited, Surveyed and Defcribes j together with 
the Natives, their Shapes, Manners, Cuftoms, Cloth- 
ing* 
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thing, Diet, Art, &c. and the Natural and Artifici- 
al Produ&s of them, as Fifli, Birds, Beads, Infetts, 
Trees, Plants, Fruits, Roots, Minerals, Metals, Hou- 
Ce$ 9 Utenfils, Ships or VefTels, &c. would be too long 
for this Account, for they are very numerous, and ma- 
ny of them very Curious, Remarkable and New, and 
no where elie to be found in Print : I fhall therefore to 
lhorten it, give the Names only of the Principal of 
thofe he hath taken notice of in the whole Courfe of 
this long Voyage ; referring the Reader for the parti- 
culars, to the Book it fel£ In this Fourth Chap- 
ter then he gives an Account of- his fetting out 
from Virginia , and his paffige from Cape Verd , 
and the Coafts of Africa , his paflage through the 
Streight of le Mair 7 and Goading the South-fide of 
Terra del Fuego , into the South-Sea, and thence 
Northwards to John Fernandas Ifland. In the Fifth 
is continued his Courfe thence, in fight of the An- 
des and Weftern American Shoars y to the Ifland Laios 
de la Mar; and thence to the Gallapagos Iflands, un* 
der or near the ^Equator; thence to Cape Blanco, 
and the Bay of Caldera , the Ifland and Harbour 
of Realejo , the Iflands and Gulf of Amapal* 
la, &c. 

In the Sixth is an Account of his Coafting from 
Amapaffa, Southwards by Cape St, Francifco , and 
the Ifland la Plata towards Peru. And in the Se- 
venth, Eighth, and Ninth of his Return, and Coaft- 
ing Northwards, as far as under the Tropick of Can* 
cer, and his return thence to Cape Corrientes , in 
io° 28 of North Latitude .- And by the way he gives 
a Defcription of the Bark Logs, of the Catfifli, of 
the Cotton, Cabbage, Mammee, Sappadillo, Avo- 
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gato Pear, Mammea-fapota , and Star- Apple, Trees 
and their Fruit, and of divers other Fruits and Drugs' 
as of Cochineel, Silvefter , Sarfaparilla, ®r. as alio 
of divers fifh, Birds and Beads; and a particular 
Difcourfe about the North- weft and North-eaft Para- 
ges, to the Indies from Europe, and another of the 
Trade between Acapulco and the Manillas, you will 
here alfb find an Account of the Soyles, Mountains, 
Mines, &c. of the places vifited, and of he Inha- 
bitants Native or Strangers. 

The Tenth Chapter relates his paffage from CapeCor- 
rientes to Guam, one of the Ladrones along the South- 
Sea, which he thinks much longer Eaft and Weft 
then all the Maps ufually make it. Here you will 
find the Arack Drink , the Coire Cabels , the Bread 
Fruit, the Guam Prous, &c. Defcribed, as alfo the 
Cocos Plantane and Limes. 

The Eleventh, Twelfth, and Thirteenth Chapters 
are (pent in the Defcription of the Thilipinas and 
Mindanao ; for in the Eleventh after, he has given a 
Defcription of the Thilippina Iflands, Towns, Inha- 
bitants, Trade, &c. He relates his arrival at Min- 
danao, and then gives a Defcription of it , and of 
the natural Produ&s it affords, as amongft other he 
Defcribes the Libbe Trees , and how they make 
Bread and Sago of them : The Plantane Trees, and 
how they naturally yield brown or white Thread, 
ready Spun as it were, of which the Natives make 
Cloath, the Bonanoes Cloves, and Clove Bark- Nut- 
megs, Arecca or Betele Nuts, Jaccas, &c. the Beafts, 
Fowle, Fi(h f Infe&s, the Seafons, temperature of the 
Air, Winds, &c. 

In 
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In the Twelfth are Defcribed the Natives, their 
Habitations, their Prowefs, Arts, Trade, Manners, 
Cuftoms , Language , Religion, &c. In the Thir- 
teenth the Remarkable Occurrents during their ftay 
there. And by the by, there is inferred a Difco- 
very of fome part of the Terra auftralh Incognita, in 
South Lat. zj. and about Five Hundred Leagues from 
Copayapo on the Coaft of Chili. 

The Fourteenth Cttapter gives an Account of their 
Departure thence, and of the further progrefs of 
their Voyage about the Ifland of Bans, (where are 
found Batts of a prodigious bignefs ) by Panay , 
Mindora, the Praceh, &c. to Pulo Gondore, which 
is here defcribed, together with its Vegetables, Ani- 
mals, &c. as the Tartree, the Mango , the Grape- 
tree, the Baftard Nutmeg, &c. and the Cochin China 
Inhabitants, their Imployment, Language, Cuftoms, 
&c. Then of their Excurfion thence to the Ifles 
of the Bay of Siam, by Pulo Vly and their Return to 
PttU Condor ; and by the by are interfperfed many con- 
siderable Remarks. 

The Fifteenth Chapter relates their Departure 
thence towards the Manillas, but their failing there- 
in , and falling on the Coaft of China, (where, 
by the by, are related many remarkable Parti- 
culars concerning thofe People, ^r.) their ftay at 
St. John's Ifland, and its Defcription, their arrival 
at the Pifcador Iflands near Formofa, and the remar- 
kable occurrents there met with. By the way are 
defcribed Amoy , Macao, Formofa , the Bajhee Iflands 
and their Inhabitants , Soyle , Produce j their Cu- 
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flomes, Language, Manner s, Trade, Kindnefs to the 
Englijh) &c. 

The Sixteenth Chapter relates their progrefe 
thence to Two Iflands near Mindanao , then their 
Coafling along the Eaft Shoar of Celebes^ which 
together with fernate\ Tidor , and other Spice- 
Iiknds are here Defcribed, as alfb vaft great Coc- 
kks, ftrange Trees, &c. And by the way alio 
fflacaffar , Callefufung , as alfo their paflage among 
other Iflands, asOmla, Pen t are 9 Timor , &c. from 
which they bend their Courfe for Nova Hollan* 
dia , and find there a fad Country and mile- 
tat>le Inhabitants, yet divers things Remarkable. 

The Seventeenth gives an Account of their Voy- 
age by the Ifland Locos, and another woody I- 
iland f where they found large Craw*fiih) to the 
Ifland trifle in 4* South Latitude , and to the 
Weft of Sumatra. (Tis full of Cocos, though over- 
flowed tvery Spring Tide by the Sea) from thence 
to Nicuhar Ifland (where much Ambergreafe is found) 
thefe are more particularly defcribed, and the Inha- 
bitants , Trade , &c. here the Mellory or Bread- 
Tree is alfb defcribed ,• and the Accident the Author 
here met with , are recounted , as his leaving his 
Companions and going upon other Defigns, which 
are related in the Eghteenth Chapter; as his Voy- 
age to Achin , and from thence to Ttmquin , Ma- 
lacca , Madrafe , and Bancouli , &c. Here is al- 
fo fome Account of what happened to the Com- 
pany he left; and alfc of Prime Jeoty , who was 
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brought and fhewed in .London , and of the !• 
fland Meangh, where he was Prince. 

In the Nineteenth Chapter he relates his leaving 
Bancouli, and his Voyage to the Cape of Good 
Hope , and what he there obferved remarkable. 
And in the Twentieth is an Account of his Voy- 
age thence for England 9 after he has Defcribed 
the Hottentots or Natives of the Cape ; and by 
the way the Ifland of St, Helena , now ? Peopled 
by the Bnglijh* 
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lhAlmagefum Botankum s. fhyugtaphm Fluc'm- 
tiana , Ofiomaflicon 7 Sec. FoL hondtn. 
Edit. i6$6. 



THIS Excellent Botanift:, Dr. Leonard PMe* 
net, having with indefatigable induftry , at 
the fingle Stock of his own Expence, already Pub- 
Hfhed a Set of Phytographick Tables^ which, with* 
out flattery may deterve the Name of a Perfor- 
mance to the improvement: of fo great a part of the Uni * 
verfal Hiftory of Nature, as hath not been done bv 
the whole Complex of precedent Ages, goes on t'o 
oblige the curious World with his Jllmageftum Bota- 
nkum. 

Wherein are contain'd the proper and defer iptive 
Names of about Six Thoufind Plants, a part of his 
Herbarium Vivum , digefted into an Order as well 
Alphabetical as Claffical , Five Hundred of them no 
where to be found but in this Work, which may very 
well ftrve inftead of a Pinax, or General Index plan- 
iarum. 

To which Seventy Copper Plates, with various 
Sculpts of the more rare, exotick, new Plants arean- 
nexed, for the fatisfa&ion of the lovers of Botanic, 
Here it is indeed our Author feems to lead m into the 
delights of both the Indies f and by an artful Adumbra- 
tion entertains the curious Eye with another World of 
Vegetables, of fome whereof we fliall give a Spe- 
omen* 

There 
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There you will find a Genuine figure of 'the Arabian 
Thorn from Ma/cat, which bears the true Gum- Arabick, 
and is the Acacia Candida of Theopbrafttu, and Amgailem 
of Avicemta. 

A Tree-Sorrel from the Canaries, which is no other 
than the Magicians Moon- wort of the Arabians in 
Label, and which our Author pronounces the very fame 
with Kibes Arabum Rauwolfii , fince that which Clw 
fius&w found m Dt.Coolmans Pannier, andpropos'd in his 
Exoticks, for the Plant was nothing but an imperfect 
Branch of OreQana, or the Acbiotl.kom America. 

A wonderful ftrange Heath-leaf d Tetrapetalous 
prickly Plant from Mauritania, feveral curious Mai- 
denhairs, both from /Ethiopia and the Ifland of Jamaica, 
Alcea's, Aloes, and Alfine's from the Canaries, Made- 
rafpatan, Bengal, Zeylott, ^Ethiopia, Malabar, and 

Jamaica. 

A Tree Apocynum from the Canaries, called Corni- 
car by the Inhabitants, whofe gemellous Pods ftand 
oppofite , are large, but fmall at ends turn'd up like 
a Mu(iachoe,and Seed cylindrical ; not flat,' but deftitute 
of a fiiky Down. There's another Apocinum branch'd 
from Virginia, whofe very (lender, long, gemelloui 
Pods are joined at both ends, and make out a pretty 
Figure, of a ftringed Bow that's always bent. 

Amaranths from America , Sicily , and Mada- 
rafpatan, An odd fort of Aquifolium from the Cana- 
ries ; various Trees from Malabar, Africa, and Ja- 
maica. 

The Chryfodendros Americana, or Star -apple, the 

Nafebury Tree; the Mamee, and Mamee Sappota, 
the Spanijh Pear, or Shell-Pear, the fame with the Ag- 
nacat Scaligeri : Cujus fruttus validos adeo efficit ad 
coitum, ut propria? mlraculo fit ejus efficacia. The 
Cacao Tree , Two forts ,• the Snaptree of the Cana- 
ries. 
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ries, the kxbottrijlu of Malabar \ the Caragna-tree of 
Hew Spain, from whence the Gum-Caranna , or the 
Arbor Infant Hernandez , with many more, from 
fcveral parts of Africa znd the. Indies. 

The Dock-kaPd Arum, or greater Dragons of 
Matthiolus, never ften to Cafpar Bauhine, who em- 
ployed a great part of his Jife in Botsnie, whofe Exi- 
gence was much doubted by Dodonsus, denyed by 
Lobel in „,his Adverjaria , and plainly affirmed in 
Guilandiniu r to be feign'd by the Senenftan % yet we have 
had it both from Virginia and Surinam ; there's aifo 
an Arifarum or Fryers Cowle, with the leaves of Dra- 
contium, that frequently grows in feveraJ parts of 
Virginia. 

A pretty After from Mthiopia^ and a Plant like the 
Bears-ear, beftudded with (tarry prickles on the 
tipper fide of the divarication of its Leaves from the 
fame Place. 

A moft accurate cut of a Branch of the Coffee- 
Tree, with its Fruit from Arabia Felix, a Mexican 
Bryonie, and a Daifie-Flowring Pyrethrum from the 
Fortunate IJlands. The Bangue, or True Indian Dream- 
er, a Carduus and two Carlines, from the fertile Shoars 
of /Ethiopia. 

An Aromatick Clove- Tree from the Coaft of Mala* 
bar 9 with Leaf, Flower and Fruit much differing 
from the common, whofe tafte and fmell is like that of 
Rofes. 

The Cedar of Mount Atlas called Kitra by the Ara- 
bians, as Gcropius informs ; The true Thuya Theophra- 
fii } of whole Wood, under the name of Citra among 
the Romans^ were made thofe Celebrated Tables of ine- 
ftimable value recorded in Pliny $ a ftrange CarycphyJ- 
lus'or July flower of a Celeftial hue, perhaps an Epiden- 

dron 
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drofl kind , from the vaft Empire of Monctootapa. 

A Royal Campanula from the Fortunate Iflands 9 
with a large open mouth'd Flame-like dependent Flower- 
Two Platanoide Fig-trees of the PapaTa kind , with 
Fruit as big as Pompions, from America. A delicate 
Elichryfcn, whofe Flowers ftiine like fo many Carbun- 
cles j with various fort of Heath from Ethiopia. 

A Angular kind of Euonymo adfini, or a Cognate to 
our Spindle-Tree, from Ethiopia ; which our fagacicus 
Author makes the Valiums filiyuata oi theophraftus ; 
and Three other forts of Euony mi from the fame Parts. 

Very ftrange Ferns in abundance, from Jamaica and 
the Chart ike Iflands : Wonderful Shrubs, With Leaves, 
like thole of Butchers Broom ; as alfo Genifta'sfrom 
the Cape of Good Hope. Cudweeds, and (bme Grafles 
from the fame Place, as alfo from Maderafpatan y Mala* 
Bar t and Virginia. The %$mimTnr©» , or Golden 
Cotton-Grafs from Virginia ; and a Goffipium from the 
Ifle of Bar lout ba, that produces a mod white Cotton, 
and as fine as any Silk. 

A curious Horminum from the Ifle of Gomera. A large 
Tutfan St. Johns-wort from the Canaries, and another 
with narrow Rofemary-leaves from Aleppo. A Gna- 
phaloide Knapweed from /Ethiopia ; and feveral Jaco- 
b$as from the fame place. 

A Trifoliate Jafmine from the Maderas, and two o- 
thers very differing from the Kingdom of Malalar. A 
new fort of Lavender from the Canaries ; and a ftrange 
Leucadendros, or Silver Tree from Mount Atlas. Some 
Indian Box-Thorns from Malalar and Maderafpatan. 
Amoft elegant /Ethiopick hoary Yarrow, with the Leaves 
of Heath ; and a perennial large ftrong fcented Bafii from 
both the Indies. 

The true Oenoplia fpinofa of Honorim Belli, a kind 
of Jujube, the haka Pali una Athenmi credit a of Projp. 

1 1 Alptnus 
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Alpinus ; and Sadar Adhal of Seraph. A Xeranthe- 
moide Scabious immarcefcible from Africa ; and ano- 
ther Globe-headed one, from the Oriental Indies. 

The Tamarisk of E^ypt f cali'd Atle ,• that of ^Ethi- 
opia, with a prickly roundifh Fruit including a foft 
Down, no other than the Fruex cinerkeus mufcofus 
Capitis Bon. Speiaf Breynius ; and that Piluliferous one 
of Monomopata, efteemed by our Author the true Aca- 
calis of Diofcorides and Paulus ; and perhaps that very 
Cyprefs-like Atlas Tree, whofe Branches were covered 
with a Cobweb Lawne, obferv'd by Suetonius Taulinm^ 
whom Pliny does remember to have feen a Conful ,- and 
was the firft Roman General that paffed fome Miles be- 
yond the At Ian tick Mountain. 

The Tithymalus aphyllus, or naked Tree-Spurge , 
which our Author makes the fame with Felfel of A/pi- 
nus , and /Egyptian Long Pepper of Veftingtus. The 
AizoideTithymal, and true. Euphorbium of the Cana- 
ries, with a lively Figure of the Vanillia's, which of* 
rert grow upon the Panaroma, or Jamaica Pepper up- 
on that Ifland. 

But we fljall here prefent the Reader with a more 
particular account at large, of a very confiderable Plant 
which our Author calls by the Name of Ny mphaea glan- 
difera Indite paludibus gaudens, &c. which is the tru& 
Faba j^gyptia, and Golocafia of the Ancients ;a Plant 
that has lain in darknefs perhaps for above Two Thau^ 
fend Years, ever fince the time of old Herodotus ; 
who, as fame have conceived, gave the firft occafion of 
its being rniftaken, which has been derived even to our 
own times ; inafmuch as many famous Botanifts of 
thefe latter Centuries, fufpeded Antiquity to have been 
deceived in theHiftory of this Bean ; and fome were fo 
boid to aflert, the Ancients were fabulous in their Ac- 
counts of it. Thus Bellonius, Alpinus , Camerarius $ 

Dalechampe^ 
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Bakebampei and Ciufius , concluded, that the Plant 
which the /Egyptians call Culcas, which is the Arum 
JEgyptiunr in Pliny, muft needs be theFaba A&gyptia of 
Diofcorid. and Theophr. However, this did noc anfwer 
their Defcription , fmce they could not conceive any 
Plant within the Line of their Knowledge, to make (b 
near an approach to it ■; both from the Affinity and 
found of i ts Name in Colocafia 5 as aJfo, the ancient 
ufe of feeding upon its Root, continued among thofe 
Nations of JE%ypt, Syria., Arabia and Africa, time 
immemorial, where, 'tis faid, this Faba alfo was in ufe : 
But the Fruit or Nuts was their Food, and net the Roots ; 
the Teeth of Time having inverted both Name and 
Ufe. 

Now this Itiymphaa glandifera of our Author does 
exa&ly anfwer all the Notes of the fi?ft Defcriber, I 
mean Zheophrafttu j and proves, that he gave* a ratio- 
nal and true Account of this Plant, contrary to the fu- 
fpicions of Modern Botanifts : Diofcorides indeed gives 
alike account almoft in totidem verbis ; and Pliny fup*- 
pofed to have borrowed from both, though he never 
names the latter , muft be alike congruous in his Ac- 
count. 

But here Matthiohis was indeed to blame, when, ra» 
ther then be thought ignorant of fo celebrated a Plane: 
as this /Egyptian Bean (which otherwife he does well 
enough diftinguidi from the Arum of that Countrey) 
he propofed to the World a falfe and fictitious Icon, 
accommodated to the Defcription from his own Imagi- 
nation and Fancy, but hath mightily fail'd in toe fira- 
(Stureof its Fruit, not conftdering how little it refemb- 
led a Honeycomb. Xjuilandinus will have it, that what 
he there propos'd, was a kind of Arum, roar grows 
frequently in many parts of Italy ; though, as him-- 
felf affirms, Odoardus (hew'd it him at Trent , with 

many 
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«*many other rare Plants, Which he brought out of Sy- 
«ria vmi\Mgypt. In this he hath been followed by La- 
cuna Lugdunenfisy Cafior Dura*tes> they calling it, and 
pifturing it for die JEtypiian Bean : Lonkerw, as alfo 
Durante s, but only calling it Colocafia ; which, howe- 
ver faKe that may be, is here by our Author illuftra- 
ted from the truth of things, and furioufly exprcfled 
by the Graver, in fhjtogr.Tah. 3x1. fg. 1. I fcall add 
no more, but refer you to the Book it Ccl£$ only with 
this Remark upon the Age wherein Matthiolut Jiv'd, 
which was fo very agreeable for the improvement of 
Sciences, that I cannot but obferve, in his Preface to the 
Comment upon the Anazarbtan, how defervedly he glo- 
ries at the raft Affiftances he received from no left then 
Two Emperours, a Pope, Cardinals, Dukes and Repub- 
licks, to the compleating his Botanick Labours, which 
yet fall very fhort of what our Author has perform'd ; 
who had he but the favour of one tingle Mccanas to 
Encourage him, what might not the Curious exped from 
fuch an elaborate and approved Induftry as his. 
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
